The Examiner notes corrections of the minor informalities and drawings submitted with 
amendment filed on 20 October 2003. 

Examiner's Statement Of Reasons For Allowance 

Applicant's amendment filed on 20 October 2003 have been fully considered. Claims 9, 
13-23, 54-55, 59-70 and 81-96 are therefore allowed with the additional limitations included as 
indicated in the previous Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As indicated by the 

reasons stated on the previous Office action, paper no. 12, mailed 19 June 2003, and restated 

below, Claims 9, 13-23, 54-55, 59-70 and 81-96 are allowed 

Claims 9, 1 3-23 and 54-55 ja«r objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
A 

but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably 
suggest a pull actuator with a pivot arm engaged to a shaft for pivotally disengaging a fiber optic 
module from a cage assembly. 

Claims 59-70 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest 
a pull actuator with a pivot ann engaged to a shaft for pivotally disengaging a fiber optic module 
from a cage assembly. The closest prior art of record, U.S. Patent 5,901,263 to Gaio et al. 
discloses a fiber optical receptacle with fiber optic plugs, a pull actuator and a printed circuit 
board, but fails to disclose a pivot arm actuator coupled to a pull actuator for releasing an optical 
module pivotally from a cage assembly.
